A curious collection of old time rel¬ 
ics from the postoffice museum at 
Washington illustrates as no verbal 
description can do tbe crude begin¬ 
nings of tbe postal system. One of 
-these r.elics‘is an old fashioned stage¬ 
coach that once carried United States 
mails through a portion of the Louisi¬ 
ana purchase territory.

THE MAN FROM MAINE. 


A Democratic Paper’s Appreciation 
ol Hon. Charles Littlefield’s 
Ability. 

The New York Times, New 
York’s leading Democratic paper 
in speaking of the debate which 
took place in the National House 
of Representatives during the last 
few days of the session just closed 
says: 

‘‘The debate threw tons of earth 
on the buried theory that ‘the 
House is no place for oratory,’ 
Such thin foundation as that yarn 
ever had lies in the fact that scarce 
and vital questions are not as com 
mon as huckleberries. No man 
could ask for a better arena and a 
better audience then Goekran, Dal- 
zell, Littlefield, and Williams had 
in those closing days.” 

After commenting briefly on the 
speeches of Coekran, Dalzell and 
Williams, Littlefield is disposed of 
as follows: 

It remains to speak of Little¬ 
field, the fourth voice in thiB re 
markable quartet which furnished 
music and drama to a Congress 
that had been all cacophony and 
snores and which redeemed a para¬ 
lyzed session from the contempt of 
man. 

Tall and straight as a pine tree 
of his native State; strongly built 
as the woodsmen of the Rangeley 
Lakes, with not an ounce of super¬ 
fluous flesh ; with the long face and 
jutting chin that mark the Yankee ; 
the eye of an eagle, and the voice 
of an ocean storm off the coast of 
Maine, Littlefield was New Eng¬ 
land incarnate as he faced the 
mellow-voiced, liquid spoken 
planter from Mississippi in the last 
hours of the debate. 

Aggressiveness and pugnacity 
seem to surround the man as he 
rises, and before he has said a 
word. His gestures would be un¬ 
graceful if anybody'else used them, 
but they so fit in with his charac¬ 
ter that they seem exactly right, 
and as if anything else would be 
inadequate to the rough and 
stormy nature of the man. He 
gesticulates chiefly with his head, 
beating down the air with it as he 
brings out his points. Then he 
takes his hands out of his trousers 
pocket and swings it through the 
air with the motion of a man 
sweeping'everything out of the 
way before him. When he raises 
his forefinger it is not with • the 
argumentative manner of a man 
discussing a proposition,; but as if 
it were a weapon with which he 
would cleave the skull of any one 
so rash as to get in the way, 

If this suggests that Littlefield 
is a swashbuckler or a ranter it 
conveys an error, He is a great 
constitutional lawyer, a man of 
breadth and profundity, sagacious 
clear-headed, and liberal. These 
qualities are generally associated 
with softness of manner and re¬ 
serve. Littlefield i 6 a broad-mind¬ 
ed man who is also a fighter; he is 
a compound of Hoar and Tillman.

How He Received His Money Though 

Vaults Were Closed. 

A well-known millionaire hastily 
entered a few days ago the bank 
where he’Carried a,large deposit. He 
had left his pocketbook home and 
wanted cash. The bank 'was sorry, 
but could not accommodate him. It 
was past 4 o’clock, the vaults were 
closed and the executive staff had 
gone home. 

The subordinate officers held a 
quick council, and ope of them thus 
described the result: 

“We piled up every cent we had in 
our clothes, then we went through the 
clerks and had every man in the es¬ 
tablishment turn his pockets inside j 
out The customer was many times a 
millionaire, and could secure from us 
any day whatever sum he needed. But- 
the time locks were set, and the best 
we could do was §50 in cash. He 
stuffed the roll in his pocket and hur¬ 
riedly went on his way. We did not 
even ask for a memorandum, knowing 
that he detested details, and that a 
subsequent word with his secretary 
was all that would be necessary to re¬ 
imburse the bank.” 

The incident may be taken as illus¬ 
trating, first, the limit which is drawn 
in the control of banks by great finan¬ 
ciers, of which so much has been’ late-, 
ly heard; second, the advisability of 
presenting checks before 3 p. m., and 
third, the absorbing power of gr°at 
wealth and credit over the surnlus 
cash of small capitalists.—New York 
Evening Post. 

Our Increasing Wealth. 

“The Progress of the United States 
in its Materia] Industries" is the title 
of a statistical statement presented 
through an interesting report of the 
Denartment of Commerce and Labor. 
The financial, industrial and commer¬ 
cial condition of the country are in¬ 
cluded in the tables, which give op¬ 
portunity to compare present condi¬ 
tions with those of earlier years. In 
area, for example, the total in 1903 
is 3,025,600 square miles, against 
2,980,595 square miles in 1850, and 
827,844 square miles iu 1800. These 
figures do not include Alaska or the 
islands belonging to the United 
States. 

The population in 1903 is stated at 
80,372,000, against 23,191,876'in 1850, 
and 5,308,483 in 1800. The wealth of 
the country is stated at 94 billions 
of dollars^in 1900, and presumably 
100 billions would not be an unreason¬ 
able estimate for 1903, while for 1850 
the wealth of the country stood at 
7 billion dollars, no estimate being 
given for any year earlier than 1850. 
The per capita wealth is set down 
at $1,235 in 1900 and $307 in 1850, 
having thus more than quadrupled 
meantime.—Harper’s Weekly. 

Three Strange Wills. 

Recently a very singular case of 
willmaking came to light in an Eng¬ 
lish court. A lady, possessed of con¬ 
siderable property, was paralyzed, so 
she sent for her solicitor to dispose 
of her estate. Bereft of speech, she 
was unable to give directions. The 
solicitor wrote down the various items 
on so many cards; then on other 
cards he wrote the names of the 
lady’s family. That done, he- “dealt” 
the cards. As he did so his client 
coupled property with names, and he 
was able to draw up the will. It 
was declared good by the court. 

Ingenuity runs to madness at times 
in the conditions imposed in w.ills. A 
trial in court some years ago was to 
test the legality of a will which stip¬ 
ulated that to inherit the prospective 
legatee must drink .all the water in a 
certain sea. Fortunately for common 
sense, the court awarded the legacy 
without stipulation. 

A miserly rich man by will directed 
his sou and heir to put $5,000 from 
the estate into the father’s coffin. The 
canny heir wrote out a. check’ for the 
amount and buried that with his par¬ 
ent. .

Planting Potatoes, 

We do not want to get nervous 
until there Is need of it, but really 
we hope that Maine farmers will 
not over do the business of plant¬ 
ing potatoes this year. Just be¬ 
cause Brother Smith of Vassal- 
boro had a tremendous yield and 
got Jan unusual price, and Com- 
■ missioner Gilman raised 1220 
bushels on four acres, which he 
has just sold for a dollar a bushel, 
while a near neighbor raised 1250 
bushels on three acres and 95 
square- rods, and both of the last 
two named are planning to more 
than double their acreage this 
season, is no reason why everyone 
should go into this profitable crop. 
There are lot3 of other things that 
■Will grow in this climate and 
prove profitable besides potatoes. 
Cabbage, properly cultivated, will 
average as well for a cash crop as 
' potatoes. The same is equally 
true of squash and onions, and yec 
it really looks as though half the 
farmers in Central Maine at least, 
would stake their all on the potato 
-crop. Aroostook farmers used to 
base their calculations on what 
would be’done, in JSIew York and 
the’west, but if present plans are 
•carried out, they have got to look 
to western Maine, for competition 
is sure from their own State. 

This almost universal practice of 
planting what has proved to be a 
•sucessful crop the preceding year 
is wholly at variance with the cus¬ 
tom adopted by the late Hon. I. C. 
Libby. When potatoes sold at top 
notch be always advised his 
friends to plant light the succeed¬ 
ing year, and go strong on some 
other crop. He said that he made 
note of the fact that the same crop 
would not prove unusually profit¬ 
able hardly ever two years in suc¬ 
cession.

By this method he got 
a very large amount of flue quality 
hay, and the next season he sold 
it, in some cases to the very men 
he bought it of, and they paid 
good interest on the investment.

One man at least in the big noisy city 
of Boston has a refuge of this sort, 
and he, needless to say, is a million¬ 
aire, who, with his millions accumu¬ 
lated a terrific case of “nerves.” He 
is a well-known newspaper figure, a 
captain of industry and noted for his 
philanthropic bequests, but all his 
money is powerless to prevent an over¬ 
worked nervous system from trans¬ 
mitting excruciating . tortures at 
sounds that an ordinary man hardly 
hears. 

The ordinary man, if he did suffer 
from nerves, probably would have to 
squirm and bear his sufferings, but 
this millionaire’s wealth assures him 
some solace. He has built for himself 
in the very heart of town a retreat 
where noise is a vain besieger, and 
the few sounds that pass the guards 
and barriers are toned down to faint 
whispers. 

The retreat is a wing of his great 
mansion and all that money could! se¬ 
cure and human ingenuity devise'has 
been used to insure a restful calm. 
The walls and the floors are thick 
-enough, for a fortress. What would 
be partitions in ■ an ordinary house 
are solid brick walls here. Each room 
in fact, is practically a cube of solid 
masonary,, and pandemonium could 
break out in one room without an 
echo of it penetrating to the adjoin¬ 
ing room. 

The necessary doors and windows 
are unique. Each window has three 
sets of sashes and glass and the doors 
look exactly like the huge steel wings 
of r. modern bank vault. On each side 
of the hard wood door proper, which 
the thickness of the walls permit 
being bung in a deep jamb, there is 
attached to it an upholstered frame, 
eight inches in thickness, which fits 
snugly around the edge of the door 
wber closed. This protection means 
that in order to penetrate to one of 
the rooms the sound waves must first 
pass through an eight-inch cushion, 
next three inches of hard wood and 
then another eight-inch cushion. 

This cushioned door- is used in every 
room whence a disagreeable noise 
might issue. The eerie song of the 
electric elevator is thus shut off, the 
clatter and chatter of the chefs do¬ 
main are circumscribed, and the grat¬ 
ing clang of the engineer shoveling 
coal down in the basement is con¬ 
fined to its subterranean quarters. 
Over the courts and areas are heavy 
glass awnings to confine the voices 
of servants and tradespeople. A 
slammed ’door is impossible, as every 
door in the house is fitted with an 
automatic closer and door check, and 
if this should fail there is the addi¬ 
tional precaution of felt strings nailed 
to the door and the edge of the 
jamb. 

One of the most difficult noises to 
overcome proved to be that caused 
by the handling of the family’s trunks. 
Although the baggage room is far 
down in the sub-basement, whenever 
a trunk was dropped on the floor or 
was banged against the walls by care* 
less expressmen the master’s nerves 
recorded that fact in no pleasant man¬ 
ner. 

Many experiments were tried before 
the noise emanating from this depart¬ 
ment, could be suppressed. The cost 
of these experiments amounted to 
several thousands of dollars, for the 
baggage room was reconstructed 
again and again, until finally it was 
floored with cork to the depth of a 
foot and the side wails cushioned 
with springs and heavy padding. 

The result of all these devices is 
to produce in the house a quiet akin 
to that of an empty cathedral, but in 
the rooms devoted to the sick man’s 
personal use there is a silence which 
is weird and unnatural. No echo or 
murmur of the familiar street sounds 
enters here. The stillness is so in* 
tense as to be almost oppressive. 

It would make the normal person 
long for the companionship of every¬ 
day sounds. But the silence is medi¬ 
cine to the afflicted millionaire and 
provides rest for his nerve-racked 
body.—New York Press. 




Tribe Gradually Dying. 
Samoyeds, a race of Mongolians In¬ 
habiting the shores of the Arctic 
ocean, maintain themselves by hunt¬ 
ing and’ fishing, They make use of 
the same implements in bone and 
stone, besides cherishing the same 
superstitions, as were current in the 
stone age among the inhabitants of 
western Europe. They clothe them¬ 
selves in reindeer skins. In fine 
weather they Wear tho hair outside, 
and when it is wet the tunic is re¬ 
versed. This Interesting race is grad¬ 
ually dying out, owing partly to the 
scourge of smallpox which makes rav¬ 
ages among them, and also to their 
fondness for raw spirits, which leads 
them to degradation and misery, as 
the Russian merchants take advantage 
of this to cheat them when bartering 
for valuable' skins and walrus teeth. 
In fact, to such an extent do these 
traders dupe them that Ihe Samoyeds 
sometimes are reduced to a state of 
famine and have recourse to cannibal¬ 
ism, This seems to acount for the 
name Samoyed, which was given them 
by the Russians, and which signifies 
In their language self-eating.

ucts of civilization,

PHOTOGRAPHING THE STARS, i 

Cameras Take Pictures of Stars Not 
Seen Through the Telescope. 

It has been well remarked that the 
introduction of the dry photographic 
plate in-the observatory has marked 
as great an advance in tbe practical 
art of the astronomer as did the in¬ 
vention of the telescope in the state 
of astronomy which preceded the em¬ 
ployment of that wonderful instru¬ 
ment. Every day that passes seems 
to make this statement more true. 
We are continually finding that the 
other methods of investigation are be¬ 
ing superseded. The astronomer used 
formerly to make careful measure¬ 
ments of the distance of the stars 
from one another by the aid of a deli¬ 
cate measuring appartus at the eye 
end of his telescope. Now, he not infre¬ 
quently rejects that measuring appa¬ 
ratus altogether and adjusts a plate- 
holder on the end of the telescope in¬ 
stead. Into that plate-holder he puts 
the most sensitive plate that chem¬ 
ical skill can provide. 

It is under such circumstances that 
the great size of the object-glass 
proves of so much advantage. On its 
broad surface the rays of light from a 
small star are collected and converged 
to a focus on the plate,' and in this 
way they form the image of the star. 
Even though the light be thus concen¬ 
trated, it will generally be found that 
some of tbe stars are so faint that 
their pictures will not be secured un¬ 
less tbe exposure is continued for 
many minutes, or sometimes even for 
several hours. But when the light 
has been allowed time to act, the as¬ 
tronomer obtains on his photographic 
plate an absolutely faithful chart of 
the heavens. Engraved on that chart 
he finds not only the stars which his 
naked eye could show him, not only 
the stars which are discernible when 
his yisal power receives the assist¬ 
ance of the telescope, he finds also 
innumerable other stars too faint to 
be perceived even by the greatest in¬ 
strument.—Cosmopolitan.

Now that people are so keenly bent 
on discovering the cheap motor-car, 
it is well to emphasize the fact that 
power, weight and speed all mean 
expense; and expense not in first 
cost only, or even chiefly, blit in up¬ 
keep. The man of small means who is 
content with a six horse-power voitu- 
rette weighing six or seven hundred¬ 
weight, and who will drive it at a 
moderate speed, will, if he has bought 
a soundly constructed car at the out¬ 
set, find his mortoring both enjoyable 
and inexpensive. But if the same 
man drives hard and does not study 
Ihe welfare of his tires in his hand¬ 
ling of the car he will discover that 
his expenditure runs up surprisingly, 

Further, the expense of motoring 
mounts rapidly with the increase In 
the size, weight and speed of the 
car. The tires suffer more, the gears 
wear more quickly, and the consump¬ 
tion of fuel is greater—in each re¬ 
spect the up-keep is much heavier 
than the increase of horse-power 
weight and speed over those of a 
voiturette would Seem to justify. The 
reputation which motoring has achiev¬ 
ed for costliness is iii large part due 
to non-realization of these facts. Had 
those who had found it expensive kept 
to a smaller, lighter car and a lower 
speed, much more satisfactory results 
would be shown,“London .Telegraph.

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World’s Fair News-Notes. 


The walls of the main reception 
hall of the South Dakota building 
at the World’sFair are covered with 
beautiful designs made of various 
agricultural products of the State. 


A large Grandfather’s clock, 
made by Chas. Beckler, of Little 
Rock, is displayed in the Arkansas 
building at the World’s Fair, 
"This time piece is eight feet high 
and is.made from twenty-seven dif¬ 
ferent kinds of native wood. It 
coutai.ns 50,000 separate pieces. 

A feature of Harvard Universi¬ 
ty’s exhibit iu the Palace of Educa¬ 
tion at the World’s Fair is a skele¬ 
ton of a prehistoric pterodactyl or 
flying lizard which was dug from 
the cretaceous beds of Kansas- 
It is a perfect specimen and was 
reconstructed and mounted in 
plaster. 

The guides who operate the roll¬ 
er chairs at the World’s Fair arb 
uniformed in suits of cadet gray 
trimmed with black braid. There 
are about 400 of them in commis¬ 
sion. All of them are college stu¬ 
dents and they have familiarized 
themselves with the grounds and 
buildings.

It has been decided that auto¬ 
mobiles and other pleasure vehi¬ 
cles will be permitted to enter the 
World’s Fair grounds. Director of 
Works Taylor has approved a 
route a mile and a half long, which 
■does not cross the Intramural rail¬ 
way. There is also a stable for 
the accommodation of vehicles. 


World’s fair wear an official uni¬ 
form of navy blue with gold stripes 
on the trousers aud around the 
sleeves. The word “Launch” in 
gold letters is on each side of the 
collar and “Pilot” on the cap. 
There are fifteen lauuches on the 
lagoons, each manned by two men. 
They are iu use from ten o’clock 
in the morning until the gates are 
closed at night. Besides the 
launches there are eight gondolas 
shipped from Venice, Italy, man¬ 
ned by singing gondoliers from the 
same city. j

This is an age of imitations, partic¬ 
ularly of gems, and the amount of 
imitation precious stones on the mar¬ 
ket is enormous,” I am told by Mr. 
W. A. Gill, the well-known jeweler, 
“and the assertion is continually made 
by dealers in these commodities that 
it would require the services of an ex¬ 
pert to determine the real from the 
false. With regard to diamonds, the 
belief is general that this is entirely 
true, hut never did the general public 
entertain a greater error. 

“There are certain simple tests to 
which any one may submit a stone 
alleged to he a genuine diamond and 
determine almost instantly the truth 
or falsity of the claim made for it 
A real diamond will not be acted on 
by acids or alkalis in the least, and 
may be placed in a liquid containing 
these substances without Injury to it. 
There are other simpler and easier 
tests, however, which require nothing 
In the ways of testing materials that a 
person cannot find in any household 
without the need of a visit to the 
druggist. These, too, are practically 
infallible, for I have never heard of 
an imitation that would answer fully 
to them. ■ 

“In the first just take a small piece 
of silk and rub the alleged diamond 
vigorously for a moment, and it will 
acquire a suflicient amount of positive 
electricity to attract bits of wool, cot¬ 
ton or paper, exactly as a magnet will 
attract particles of metal. 

In the second test place the diamond 
In a position where it, is exposed to 
the sun's rays for a while, axd then 
remove it to a dark room. If the dia¬ 
mond is genuine it will glow in the 
darkness with a distinct phosphor¬ 
escent qualities, but if It is imitation 
it will have ho phosphorescent quali¬ 
ties whatever—will, look in the dark¬ 
ness just like a piece of glass. 

“The third test is undoubtedly the 
best of the three. A diamond has 
only single refraction; that is, it gives 
hut a single Image ot any object view¬ 
ed through it. When the diamond is 
held before a candle or bright light 
but the one light will be visible to 
the eye through the substance. An 
Imitation diamond, no matter how 
cunningly it has been contrived, will 
give a myriad of images* just like 
a piece Of cut glass.”-—St. Louie Globe- 
Democrat,
